House Republicans 
aim to make good on 
campaign trail vow 

Washington 

House Republicans want to slice 
more than $30 billion from agen- 
cy budgets over the next several 
months, aiming to make good on 
their campaign pledge to return 
federal spending to 2008 levels. 

The figure represents a sharp 
reduction from President Obama’s 
most recent budget request, and 
Democrats have dismissed the pro- 
posal as draconian, arguing that 
cuts of that magnitude would harm 
critical government services. 

But Republicans won’t get 
everything they want. Democrats 
control the White House and the 
Senate, and even Republicans in 
the stoutly conservative House may 
have second thoughts when the 
magnitude of the cuts sinks in. 

The White House says the cuts 
could lead to widespread furloughs 
of federal employees and force vul- 
nerable people off subsidized hous- 
ing, reduce services in national 


parks and slash aid to schools and 
local police and fire departments. 

The House Republicans are 
seeking to keep their campaign 
promise to cut $100 billion from 
domestic programs. The initial cuts 
would be approved over coming 
weeks as Congress wraps up the 
long-overdue 2011 budget; the sec- 
ond stage would come as the House 
GOP advances a fresh round of 


spending bills for fiscal 2012. 

The hardest hit agencies would 
include the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, the IRS and the depart- 
ments of Commerce, Housing and 
Urban Development and Agricul- 
ture, according to partial details 
released by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. Congress’ own 
budget would be barely touched.

Casino Suspect Caught 


Police arrest Vegas 
man in $1.5M chip 
heist at the Bellagio 

Las Vegas 

The security footage of the man in a 
motorcycle helmet and a gun, dash- 
ing into a posh Las Vegas Strip casi- 
no and making off with $1.5 million 
in chips, went viral on the Inter- 
net. Now, after nearly two months, 
police believe they have their man 
— a former real estate broker who 
went bankrupt in 2009 and is relat- 
ed to a Sin City judge. 

Anthony M. Carleo, 29, was 
arrested early Thursday after 


police accused him of being the 
bandit who grabbed the chips in 
the Dec. 14 brazen heist at the Bel- 
lagio hotel-casino. Police had said 
they believed the same man robbed 
the Suncoast casino in northwest 
Las Vegas early 
Dec. 8. 

“It goes with- 
out saying that 
as a father, I am 
devastated and 
heartbroken to 
Carleo see my son arrest- 

ed under these 

circumstances, as is the rest of 
his family,” Las Vegas Municipal 
Court Judge George Assad said in 
a statement. 


Carleo was arrested at the Bella- 
gio as part of an undercover police 
investigation, a person familiar with 
the investigation told The Asso- 
ciated Press. Jail records showed 
Carleo in custody under another 
name, Anthony M. Assad. It was 
not immediately clear whether Car- 
leo had a lawyer. 

Stealing $1.5 million in chips 
isn’t like stealing $1.5 million, 
experts and police pointed out at 
the time of the robbery. Chips are 
unique to casino properties and 
are generally not interchangeable, 
although state regulations let casi- 
no companies redeem sister prop- 
erties’ chips with some restrictions.

Menacing gangs backing Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak attacked jour- 
nalists and human rights activists 
Thursday in an ugly turn in Egypt’s 
crisis as government opponents 
pushed supporters out of Cairo’s 
main square in the second day of 
battles. Organizers called for pro- 
testers trying to topple the regime 
to fill every square in the huge cap- 
ital on Friday. 

The new vice president, Omar 
Suleiman, widely considered the 
first successor Mubarak has ever 
designated, fueled 

® anti-foreign senti- 
ment by going on 
state television 
and blaming out- 
siders for foment- 
ing unrest. The 
government has 
accused media 
outlets of being 
sympathetic to 
protesters who 
want the president 
to quit now rather 

than serve out his 

term, as he has vowed to do. 

The uncontrolled violence that had 
been concentrated in Tahrir spread 
across the city of 18 million, with a 
new wave of arson and looting. 

A light contingent of soldiers 
and tanks, mainly protecting gov- 
ernment buildings and impor- 
tant institutions, remained pas- 
sive as it has since replacing police 
on the streets almost a week ago. 
Few uniformed police have been 
seen across the city since last Fri- 
day, and protesters allege many of 
them have stripped off their uni- 
forms and mixed in with the gangs 
of marauding thugs.

O’Malley: Md. Stronger Than in ’09 


Governor proposes 
wind energy, jobs 
in State of the State 

Annapolis, Md. 

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley 
asked lawmakers Thursday to cre- 
ate a $100 million venture capital 
fund, spur investment in offshore 
wind farms and ban the installa- 
tion of septic systems in major new 
housing developments. 

O’Malley, a Democrat, pitched 
those and other priorities in his 
fifth State of the State speech, a 
28-minute address in which he also 
acknowledged unpopular budget 


choices ahead but urged a contin- 
ued focus on education, job creation 
and the environment. 

“The state of our state is stron- 
ger today than two years ago. It is 
stronger than it was even a year 
ago. But better isn’t good enough,” 
O’Malley told a joint session of the 
General Assembly. 

The governor used the speech 
to make the case for several initia- 
tives to bolster job creation, includ- 
ing the venture capital fund. 

The initiative, which O’Malley 
had previewed, provides incen- 
tives for insurance companies to 
pay their tax liabilities in advance, 
providing capital for other Mary- 
land businesses.

O’Malley’s offshore wind legisla- 
tion, which his administration has 
not yet introduced, will direct state 
regulators to require Maryland’s 


utilities to award long-term con- 
tracts to procure certain amounts 
of wind energy. 

Some of the biggest applause 
during the speech accompanied 
another energy-related initiative: 
setting “reliability standards” for 
Pepco and other providers that could 
lead to fines if they are not met. 

“Moms and dads deserve bet- 
ter than to sit for days in freezing 
homes because the power hasn’t 
been restored,” O’Malley said.

Proposals for a Washington memo- 
rial to former president Dwight D. 
Eisenhower intrude too much on 
views of the Capitol. 

That’s the conclusion of a report 
on three proposed designs by archi- 
tect Frank Gehry. The National Cap- 
ital Planning Commission, which 
is overseeing the memorial’s con- 
struction, discussed the report at 
a meeting Thursday. 

The commission’s staff reviewed 
the designs and expressed support 
for one in particular that includes 
woven metal photo “tapestries.” But 
the staff also said all the designs, 
which include tall columns, intrude 
too much on views of the near- 
by Capitol. 

Planning for the Eisenhow- 
er memorial began more than a

decade ago. The site, about four 
acres of land by the National Air 
and Space Museum, was select- 
ed in 2006. 

The design that emerged as Geh- 
ry’s favorite, and which won tenta- 
tive but general approval from the 
commissioners, includes a giant col- 
onnade running parallel to Indepen- 
dence Avenue, near the front face 
of the Lyndon B. Johnson Depart- 


ment of Education Building. Hang- 
ing from the freestanding columns, 
each clad with limestone, will be a 
stainless-steel mesh, woven like fab- 
ric to depict an image pertinent to 
Eisenhower’s life and career. 

Two smaller “tapestries” will 
be hung closer to Independence 
Avenue. The plaza also will be 
planted with sycamore trees.

Virginia Secretary of Transporta- 
tion Sean Connaughton announced 
Thursday that the state no longer 
plans to build high-occupancy toll 
(HOT) lanes on a six-mile stretch 
of 1-395 inside the Capital Beltway, 
the planned construction of which 
has been the subject of a conten- 
tious lawsuit filed by Arlington 
County against the state.

Advertisers expand 
the field to score a 
big victory during 
the Super Bowl

The Super Bowl commercial blitz 
is extending beyond the usual 
talking babies and office chimps 
to engage viewers online and get 
more for advertisers’ $3 million- 
plus investment. 

Marketers are using every trick 
in the playbook to dominate the buzz 
before the game and long afterward, 
too. The gimmicks include online 
contests, a car “race” powered by 
Twitter mentions, and a secret new 
level of a hit iPhone game. And, of 
course, Justin Bieber. 

The goal is to build buzz, not 
get lost in the 42 minutes of Super 
Bowl ad time, and get cheap or free 
exposure when viewers watch again 
on YouTube. 

“Nowadays, you’ve got to get 
more out of your investment than 
110 million viewers watching a 
60 -second spot,” said Steve Cannon, 
head of marketing for Mercedes-Benz 
USA, which developed a pregame 
race among five teams headed for 
the Super Bowl. The racers buy gas 


based on the number of times they 
are tweeted and retweeted. 

Advertisers have bought up all the 
commercial time on Fox’s broadcast. 
Last year, space was still available 
near game time, but for this year’s 
contest, it was gone by October. 

Companies covet the Super 
Bowl audience because it is huge 
and because viewers are paying 
attention. As people spend more time 
on computers and smartphones, and

Super Bowl QBs know 
when to use their legs 
to make crucial plays

Dropping back to pass, eyes aimed down- 
field, Pittsburgh’s Ben Roethlisberger 
seems to have radar scanning the area 
around him. 

Without even looking, he knows when 
defenders are closing in and from which 
direction. Once he “feels” their presence, 
Roethlisberger takes off — not sprinting, 
but more like getting out of their way. 
He buys enough time to complete a pass 
or simply avoid a sack. Even if someone 
hits him, he’s so big that defenders tend 
to bounce off. 

Green Bay’s Aaron Rodgers relies on 
“feel,” too. But when his intuition tells 
him to get moving, he’s looking for some- 
where to go. Swift and agile, Rodgers 
will juke would-be tacklers and set up 
blocks that might spring him for a first 
down or a touchdown, lunging toward 
contact if it means gaining that pivotal 
final yard or two. 


When it comes to scrambling, the 
only similarity between these Super 
Bowl quarterbacks is that they’re very 
good at how they do it. It’s such a big 
part of their success that the cham- 
pionship could be decided Sunday by 
which defense does the best job of put- 
ting the quarterback on the ground once 
he gets moving. 

“Both defenses have their work cut 
out for them trying to get to those guys,” 



said John Kuhn, a running back who 
broke into the NFL taking handcuffs 
from Roethlisberger, but now plays 
behind Rodgers. “When defenses get 
to them, it’s not over. They’ve got to get 
them to the ground.” 

Mobile quarterbacks were common- 
place in Super Bowls during the 1970s, 
the heyday of Roger Staubach, Fran 
Tarkenton, Bob Griese and a young 
Terry Bradshaw. But since the 1980s, 
it’s hard to find a single matchup that 
pits a pair of guys who scoot around as

gers’ number for 2008, his first season 
as a full-time starter. 

Rodgers runs about as often as he did 
in ’08. The spike in production shows that 
he’s become a smarter runner. Another 
improvement is understanding how to 
use his feet to avoid sacks. He took 50 
last season and 31 this season. 

The 6-foot-5 ? 241-pound Roethlisberg- 
er isn’t as speedy as Rodgers or Vick, nor 
as statuesque as Tom Brady or Peyton 
Manning; he just makes it work. This 
season, 15 of his 34 rushes produced first 
downs, a rate of 44 percent that was the 
best in the league among quarterbacks 
who ran more than five times. 

It turns out the formula for slowing 
scrambling quarterbacks starts with 
good tackling. “You’ve got to come in 
under control,” Steelers nose tackle Casey 
Hampton said. “If you are out of control, 
he’s going to slip you and get away.” 

A single player probably isn’t enough, 
either. “Once you see one guy going back 
there, you can’t just assume he’s going 
to bring him down,” Packers defensive 
end Cullen Jenkins said. “You’ve got 
to try to bring in other guys to help.”

SWITCH UP THE SUPER

Chicken wings are to 
Super Bowl Sunday 
as roast turkey is to 
Thanksgiving. Still, no 
matter how many frat 
boys name the clucker 
knuckles their favorite 
food group, drummies 
often suffer from a 
dire case of Fast Food 
Syndrome: They can be 
as greasy as game-day 
face paint or as bland as 
a bad halftime show. 

“They’re easy to overcook and over- 
season ” says Debbie Moose, author of 
“Wings: More Than 50 High-Flying 
Recipes for America’s Favorite Snack” 
($13, Wiley). 

The city of Buffalo, N.Y., claims 
what many consider the original recipe: 
unbreaded drummettes deep-fried, then 
coated in a mixture of one part unsalt- 
ed butter and four parts hot sauce, and 
served with blue cheese sauce and cel- 
ery sticks. But the versatile chicken 
pieces seem ripe for reinvention, espe- 
cially if you’re hosting guests too old 
to wear Greek letters on their sweat- 
shirts. “It’s very tender meat without 
a strong flavor,” Moose says. “Wings 
can absorb a lot of spices.” 

But you’ll need to ensure that your 
wings aren’t a culinary loss on par with 
the 49ers beating the Broncos by 45

points in 1990. First, don’t over-mari- 
nate wings — that makes them mushy. 
Second, be sure your deep fryer or hot 
oil is cranked up to 375 F. “If it’s not, 
your wings will be very oily,” Moose 
says. Finally, if you use the grill, cook 
the flappers at a low heat so they don’t 
get tough. 

When it comes to seasoning wings, 
go bold, not wimpy. “There always 
needs to be a bit of fire,” say chef Rober- 
to Donna of Galileo III (600 14th St. 
NW; 202-783-0083). Contrast flavors 
such as salty and sweet or fruity and 
spicy. Ba Bay’s (633 Pennsylvania Ave. 
SE; 202-547-1787) executive chef Nick 
Sharpe tosses his chicken limbs in a 
savory-sweet mixture of Asian vine- 
gars, sambal, hoisin and brown sugar, 
and then sprinkles on a few slivers of 
scallion. “The onion balances every- 
thing,” he says. 


And any student of Buffalo cui- 
sine knows that dipping sauce matters 
mightily, too. Moose believes in offer- 
ing lots of choices. “You’ve always got 
people that like hot food and people 
that don’t,” she says. “So, you should 
always provide a range from mild 
to wild.” 

If you’re worried 
about all that sticky 
stuff getting on the 
hands of testoster- 
one-crazed fans, skip 
the condiments. Just 
be sure the wings are 
highly flavored to start 
with. “That way, when 
your team makes a pass, you 
don’t need to worry about wing sauce 
flying all over the living room,” says 
Seattle food blogger Deseree Kazda of 
Lifesambrosia.com. nevin martell

• 24 chicken wings

Film Review 

Remember the climax of “Titan- 
ic ” which seemed to consist mostly 
of Kate and Leo scurrying around 
below deck, discovering that every 
path was blocked by water? 

Well, “Sanctum” is nothing like 
that, because (a) there are five people 
scurrying around, and (b) they’re in 
submerged caverns, not submerged 
corridors. Plus, it’s in 3-D. 

Executive producer James Cam- 
eron might not have had much to 
do with “Sanctum,” which is a rel- 
atively low-budget production. But 


the movie, directed by Alister Grier- 
son, does use Cameron’s 3-D cine- 
matography techniques and reflects 
his preference for spectacle over 
screenwriting. 

Set in Papua New Guinea, “Sanc- 
tum” sends about a dozen divers on 
an expedition into sprawling, par- 
tially flooded catacombs. The ones 
who count are crusty master spe- 
lunker Frank (Richard Roxburgh); 
his resentful teenage son, Josh (Rhys 
Wakefield); cocky American Carl 
(loan Gruffudd), who’s financing 
the dive; and George (Dan Wyl- 
lie), a veteran caver who’s savvy 
but burned out. 

The movie is most convincing 
when the characters have air tubes 
in their mouths, and it’s always cause 
for alarm when they stop swimming 
to talk out some conflict.

With the increasing dominance of 
3-D animation and CGI technology, 
“The Illusionist” feels like a novel- 
ty in its embrace of all things old- 
fashioned.

name. But while Im retains elements 
from the earlier movie’s story, he flips 
the premise.

Naive restaurant worker Eun-yi 
(Jeon Do-youn) accepts a job with 
a wealthy, Westernized family, as a 
catetaker for pampered Hae-ra (Seo 
Woo) and her daughter, Nami.

But when he’s there, he 
gets what he wants: imported red 
wine, time to practice Beethoven 
piano sonatas and lots of sex. One 
night after Hae-ra fails to oblige, 
Hoon calls on Eun-yi. 

The new maid doesn’t resist, but 
then how could she? Not only is Eun- 
yi a poor woman with no prospects, 
but her new home is a gleaming, lux- 
urious dream world. 

Things become real abrupt- 
ly, when housekeeper Mrs. Cho 
(Youn Yuh-jung), realizes that 
Eun-yi is pregnant. Only Hoon is 
slow to understand what’s hap- 
pening. Maybe he never entire- 
ly does, even after the exiled 
maid returns to punish the fam- 
ily with a horrific spectacle.

bit of a galoot, he has Hulot’s same 
pear shape, high-water pants and 
distinctively sloppy gait.

The film feels most enchanting 
when these kinds of moments pop 
up, although they get less frequent 
as the little girl grows up and the 
story gets more serious.
